Results of Bow River Riding 
Show that Unionist Candi¬ 
dates in the Lead. 


LOCAL POLL WAS HEAVY 


Judge Upholds Claims of 
Local FarrAer Against Hail 
Insurance Company 


To our many readers at heme, in the United 
States and overseas in England, and in France 
where so many of our boys are upholding 
the liberties w<; enjoy, the ‘Advocate' and staff 
extend Christmas greetings together with 
the wish that a just and righteous peace will 
shortly dawn upon the earth. , 


That the final result of the vot¬ 
ing in the Bow River riding is 
still unknown is shown in the fact 
that out of 137 polling stations 
about 80 only have been heatd 
from. These give Mr. Halladay 
the unionist candidate, a lead of 
about 80 to 100, and his election 
is conceded by his opppnents. 
Ever since the figures from the 
various polls commenced to come 
in results for each candidate 
have fluctuated. The first poll to 
be known, Vulcar, gave Gouge 
99, Halladay.62, Galbraith 43 and 
Reid 1. Ensign reported nejcf 
Gouge 23 Halladay 10 and Gal¬ 
braith 3. Little more was heard 
pntil the telegrams began to arr-

their vote on Monday. Voting 
commencecK shortly after the 
poll was opjAied at nine o’clock, 
and at-neem thirty per cent of 
the voters had voted. At five 
o’clock when the poll closed the 
voters list showed that 201 out 
of 239 had voted. 

A small crowd of interested 
people gathered aithe I. O. O. F. 
hall while the counting was tak¬ 
ing place and waited until the 
result was announced. It was 
Gouge 99, Halladay 52, Galbraith 
43, Reid 1. There were four re¬ 
jected ballots. This result was 
cheering news to the supporters 
of Mr. Gouge, and .the result 
from Ensign, Gouge 28, Halia- 
day 10, and Galbraith 3, raised 
their hopes to the possibility of 
a Gouge victory. Byt later 
events began to ^tell against 
them, for although he -held his 
own well at first he gradually be¬ 
gan to slip behind and Halladay 
took up the lead. 

While the Union supporters 
are highly satisfied over the 
showing Mr. Halladay made, 
they are certain that the result 
could not have been otherwise, 
Even against the possibility of 
the Union vote being split be- 
-tween him ahd Hec Galbraith 
and so giving Mr. Gouge a clear¬ 
er field, they maintained that 
their candidate would maice 
good enough showing to main¬ 
tain a lead even under these ad¬ 
verse circumstances.

a crop 

of flax on Section 19, T. 17, R.24 
in the Home Company for $10.00 
per acre and in the Excess Com¬ 
pany for $5.00 per acre. On the 
16th August 1916 the crop was 
visited by a severe hailstorm. 
Mr. Johanson claimed from the 
Companies an average loss of 
about 85 per cent, which they 
refused to pay. they alleging 
that the less by hail did not ex¬ 
ceed 5 per cent, and that the 
damage to the crop had been oc¬ 
casioned by frost or some cause 
other than hail. Not being able 
to get a settlement the plaintiff 
brought suit. 

The defepdent companies at 
the trial sought to establish that 
the crop was frozen prior to the 
hailstorm, and in support of this 
theory expert evidence was giv¬ 
en by Professor Bracken of 
Saskatoon, and of Professors 
Stephens and Hooper of Clares- 
holm. About 20 farmers from 
the Vulcan district testified as 
to the severity of the hailstorm 
and with regard to the temper¬ 
ature in the vicinity of the lands 
prior to and after the storm. 

H. T. Gussow, the Dominion 
Botanist of Canada whose evi¬ 
dence had been obtained on 
Commission and to whom samp¬ 
les of the flax had been sub¬ 
mitted, expressed the opinion 
that the frost damage was sus¬ 
tained subsequent to the hail 
damage. 

The Chief Justice found on 
the evidence that there was no 
frost prior to the hailstorm, and 
that hut for the latter the crop, 
except a small portion thereof, 
would have matured prior to the 
13th September 1916 when the 
first killing frosts in the district 
were experienced. He gave 
judgment for the plaintiff 
against the Home Insurance 
Company for $3800 and costs and 
against the Excess Company for 
$1900. This is 66 and 2-3 per 
cent on 570 acres of the crop. 

The Home Insurance Company 
also endeavoured to avoid liabili¬ 
ty on the ground that proofs of 
loss as required by the policy 
had not been furnished. This 
objection tvas overruled the 
Chief Justice finding that the 
condition, in the policy- with re¬ 
gard thereto had been complied 
with.

IS BEHIND THE ALLIES 


Prof. Von Wrangel, a well- 
known German pacifist, writes 
in the Freie Zeitung that he had 
always been in favor of immedi¬ 
ate peace with annexation, but 
that as the result of a recent 
talk with Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, he has. completely 
changed his opinion. 

The professor says' he sees 
that Wilson, Lloyd George and 
Clemenceau are right, that there 
cannot be a durable peace in 
Europe until Germaay, especi¬ 
ally Prussian militarism has been 
crushed. 

The verdict should be a shock 
to the highest German political 
and military authorities, with 
whom von Wrangel has been on 
excellent terms since the beginn¬ 
ing of the war.

EVERYBODY’S BIRTHDAY 

It is everbody’s birthday on Christmas 
Day, meaning, of course, everybody who is a 
child or as young as one. There are the teeny 
weeny mites who cannot by any possible reck¬ 
oning be counted as anything else but children; 
they have a birthday on that day. And then 
there, are the more grown-bp children who are 
not teeny weeny ones, but who know Father 
Christmas as an absolute fact, children to whom 
Christmas has not yet lost its glamour as the 
brightest day in the year. After these come 
the real grown-ups, people who shave or who do 
their hair on top, and who are not inclined to 
see very much in Christmas except as a time of 
unnecessary expense and work; people who 
would rather spend a morning in bed than get 
,up ea'rlier than usual to see what Father Christ¬ 
inas had brought them.

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CHRISTMAS 

The fourth consecutive Christmas to hav*} 
the cloud of war hanging over it is knocking 
at the door of the world, and whilst ushering 
it in there is a tendency to regard it almost as 
a satire on the ways of mankind. At one time 
it would have been the part of strife to have 
filled that role, but today we have heeome so 
pre-occupied with the ^ar and its claims that 
the advent of Christmas seems almpstan intru¬ 
sion, and there is a tendency to regard it and 
its message as something nO longer having a 
claim on the world. Christmas with its beauty 
and hallowed thoughts embodies the very belief 
of Christianity, the redemption of mankind; 
war, with its cruelty and btoodshed, has for its 
symbol the strife between men. Two opposing 
doctrines: “I came not to destroy the world but 
to save it”;‘.‘War is a biological necessity”. 
How, all the world has gone through dur¬ 

ing the pasffl three years and a half, with harsh¬ 
ness and terror seemingly in the ascendant,can 
we lay claim to the balm of Christmas? Is it 
not possible that in our pursuit of the material 
victory we have been apt, too apt, to let the 
finer sensibilities of our humanity slide into the 
background only to be lost amid a heap of mis¬ 
understanding and recrimination, that we havt 
slackened-our grasp on the moral victorjt? T< 
the song of “Peace on earth” have we not Te- 
turried the scorn of ‘‘Peace, peace, when there 
is no peace!” as a justifiable answer? 

The answer to all this strife of mind is found 
in Christmas itself. It is still a symbol, stand¬ 
ing for something infinitely nobler and better 
than is possible for the mind of man to con¬ 
ceive. Hau it not been for all that Christmas 
and its truths have meant to us through the roll¬ 
ing centuries of time we should not have gone 
to war for the cause which is ours today. The 
embodiment of our belief is found in Christ¬ 
mas; the crux of the reason why we are at war 
is embodied in our readiness to make untold sac¬ 
rifice for that belief. It was our duty not only 
as an empire Put as Canada if we believed in 
truth and justice and all that our forefatheis 
had struggled and bled for, to take up arms 
against the oppression and vandalism of a state 
whose ruling gospel was world dominion and 
mighhwaforced by the sword. Ours was not 
the aggressor’s part. We did not throw down 
the gauntlet. But thank God we had the sinew 
and the manhood to pick it up,showing thereby 
that although we loved peace we deemed it a 
man’s part to draw tfie sword and go to war in 
vindication of the truths contained in the relig¬ 
ion whose great day is Christmas. 

And though the world is blacker and more un- 


natter now oia tney are or how many worries- 
they profess to have, they believe in Father 
Christmas every bit as much as you little fel- 
°ws do if they can only be persuaded to say so.

A MENACE TO CANADA 


It is an undoubted fact thjt ar 
attempt so extensively organ¬ 
ized and so deliberately carriei 
out as to make its - origin easily 
attributable to endtry agents ha 
been made in Canada to discred 
it the Food Controller and ti 
checkmate his efforts along th< 
line of conservation. Stories witl 
out even a vestige of foundation 
have been scattered broadcast. 
Nor have they come to life car- 
ually. They have started sin- 
ultaneously in different parts of 
the country, and in each instar- 
have been calculated to arousi 
public indignation. These un¬ 
truths, intangible quantities 8? 
they are, have the power of des¬ 
truction that lies in a battalion 
of soldiers. They are insidious, 
subtle,, persistent. Bit by bit 
they dissipate public trust, the 
great essential in the work ol 
food control. They hamper the 
work of the food controller. It 
lies with every individual to for¬ 
bear from criticism; to refrair 
from passing on the vagrant and 
and harmful story, ahd thus the 
more effectively to co-operate in 
work # which is going to 'mear 
more than the majority of peo¬ 
ple yet realize.

lion. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (tke final court of appeal), for the exemp¬ 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown* 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past sevep years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
fath er, who owns 'a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. Wilh the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years. 

In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 

“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject, of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri¬ 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en¬ 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry¬ 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
^under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 

“These two propositions are. indisputable :

Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp¬ 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree. from the 
decision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which 
refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years. 

In granting the man exemption “until he cease* to 
• be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 

“The Military Service Act does n^t deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri¬ 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en¬ 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry¬ 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to he exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 

“These two propositions are ihdisputable : 

“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 
should he no diminution in agricultural production. 

“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but actually is deficient. 

“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap¬ 
plicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro¬ 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it.
